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CANADA’S FOREIGN TRADE, CALENDAR YEAR, 1938 


The expansion in Canada’s external trade during the years 1934 to 1937 was interrupted in 

938. Total trade, imports and exports combined, in 1938 amounted to $1,634,000,000, com- 
ared with $1,934,000,000 in 1937. Imports suffered a decline of 16-3 per cent to $677,451,000 
nd total exports dropped 15 per cent to $956,726,000. 


The declines were the result of lower prices and smaller volume. Exports were affected 
more seriously than imports by the price factor while the decline in volume was greater for imports. 
The balance of trade was somewhat less favourable in 1938 than in 1937. However, if prices of 
imports and exports had remained at the 1937 levels there would have been an increase in the 
favourable balance of trade. The following table summarizes the principal facts of Canada’s 
trade in the calendar years 1916 to 1938.

Nore.—It is pointed out with reference to the statistics in the above table, and particularly regarding Canada’s imports 
in 1935, 1936, 1937 and 1938 throughout this review, that the excise duty, which has been included in the value of distilled 
‘spirits, chiefly whiskey, imported into Canada from countries entitled to the British Preferential Tariff since the fiscal year 

1921 is excluded as from April 1, 1985. Imports in 1935, 1936, 1937 and 1938, particularly from United Kingdom are con- 
sequently lower than would otherwise be the case. 


Revenue collected on imports declined from $104,808,000 in 1937, the highest amount in 
any previous year since 1931, to $92,297,000 in 1938. Expressed as a percentage of the value 
of imports, however, duty collected was slightly higher than in the previous year. The average 
rate of duty on all imports was 24-3 per cent in 1938 as compared with 24-0 per cent in 1937 and 
30-0 per cent in 1932. Since 1926 there had been a tendency for free imports to increase relatively 
to dutiable imports—free imports accounting for 46-1 per cent of the total in 1937 as compared 
with 36-3 per cent in 1926. This trend was interrupted in 1938 when free imports declined more 
than dutiable imports and accounted for 44-1 per cent of the total.

World Trade, 1938— 


The continued rise which world trade had shown throughout the years 1935 to 1937 was replaced _ 
in 1938 by a definite decline. While the total for the year remained above 1935 it was con- 
siderably below 1937. The figures of practically every country reflect the fall. According to a 
calculation of the League of Nations the gold value of the international trade of 76 countries, | 
which had risen to 47-5 per cent of its 1929 level by 1937, fell back to 45-5 per cent in 1938; in. 
volume the decline was greater for the index in terms of 1929 which had stood at 97-0 in 1937) 
was down to 88-5 in 1938. 


Though the year 19388 was below 1937 on the whole, yet at its end a considerable upswing 
was in progress and substantial advance had been made from the low level of trade of the middle 
of the year. The main feature of the first six months was a decline in United States purchases. | 
Over the full year United States imports were down 34-8 per cent from 1937. Exports from | 
the United States were affected to smaller degree, declining by 6-8 per cent so that its favourable 
balance increased, amounting to $1,107,000,000, the highest in seventeen years.

REVIEW OF CANADA’S TRADE, 1938 5 


The statistics in the above table indicate the generality of the downward movement in 
world trade in 1938 as compared with 1937. Of the twenty-four countries, only two, Australia 
and Poland, increased imports and but three, Ireland, Italy, and Switzerland, increased exports. 
The declines in Canada’s trade were slightly above the average of the twenty-four countries in 
both imports and exports. The figures for Germany include the trade between Austria and 
Germany in 1937 but not in 1938. 


Canada’s Position in World Trade— 


| It will be seen from statistics in the following table that Canada maintained its rank among 
the nations as the world’s fourth largest exporting country and eighth in respect to imports. In 
total trade Canada moved up to fifth position, displacing Japan.

Comparison of Value and Volume of Canada’s Trade, 1937 and 1938— 


It is important to bear in mind in comparing trade over different periods that changes in 
value are not necessarily a measure of changes in the quantity or volume of merchandise involved. 
Changes in the values of imports and exports over a period may be caused either by variationsin 
quantity, by fluctuations in prices or by a combination of those factors. A preliminary com- 
pilation has been made comparing the value and volume of Canada’s trade for the calendar year 
1938 with that of 1937. The results are set forth in the following table. The declared values, 
by main groups, are shown for 1937 and 1938 together with the values obtained by re-valuing the 
quantities of 1938 at the average unit prices prevailing in 1937. In this way the element of price 
fluctuations is eliminated and a comparison of the volume of trade in the two years is presented. 


The declared value of total imports amounted to $677,451,000 in 1938, as compared with 
$808,896,000 in the previous year. If there had been no fall in prices, imports in 1938 would 
have amounted to $696,015,000. The decline of $131,445,000, or 16-3 per cent, in the declared 
value of imports was due both to lower prices and to smaller physical volume. The latter declined 
by 14 per cent, while the former registered a fall of about 2-7 per cent. 


It will be noted that, except for the small gain in the value of imports of “Miscellaneous 
Commodities’, all main groups of imports declined in 1938 as compared with 1937 both in 
declared value and on the basis of the revaluation. A study of the table below indicates that 
“Agricultural and Vegetable Products’, ‘Animal Products”, and ‘Textiles’ were more in- 
fluenced by lower prices than the other main groups, while the three mineral products groups 
and ‘Miscellaneous Products” suffered greater declines in volume. 
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= 


Exports also declined in value and volume. Total domestic exports in 1938 were declare 
at $913,436,000, compared with $1,110,192,000 in 1937. If there had been no fall in prices the 
decline would have been less by nearly half, the value arrived at on the basis of the revaluation | 
being $1,009,051,000. As with imports, the 17-2 per cent decline in the value of exports as 
recorded was the result of both smaller volume, which declined 9-1 per cent, and lower pricesg 
which dropped 9-5 per cent. 


The decline in exports was less general than that in imports. ‘Agricultural and Vegetable 
Products” and ‘““Textile Products” registered increases in quantity while “Miscellaneous Com- 
modities” increased in both value and quantity. “Agricultural and Vegetable Products” was | 
more seriously affected by price declines than any other of the main groups of exports. The 
decline in prices was, however, partly offset by increased quantity in that group and in the 

“Textiles” group. The “Tron” and “Non-Ferrous Metals” groups were favoured by higher prices. 
in 1938 than in 1937, but the increases were not sufficient to overcome the declines in volume. 


It may also be noted that the “Barter Terms of Trade’’ were less favourable to Canada in 
1938 than in the previous year. This resulted from the fact that the average unit values or prices: 
of exports declined more than unit values of imports. Export average values declined from 100. 
in 1937 to 97-3 in 1938, while the export price level dropped from 100 to 90-5. Expressed 
differently, this means that assuming it took 100 units of exports to pay for 100 units of imports 
in 1937, the same 100 units of exports could command only 93 units of imports in 1938.

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Treatment of Gold in Trade Statistics— 


Exports of gold in Canadian trade statistics are distinguished as between monetary and 
non-monetary. Monetary gold exports are those which entail a reduction in the Dominion’s 
monetary gold stocks. All other gold exports (classed as non-monetary) are shown as mer- — 
chandise and included with total merchandise exports. | 


In former times there was a movement of gold from Canada in the form of “Gold-bearing 
quartz, dust, nuggets, and gold bullion obtained direct from mining operations’, and such gold 
has always been considered as ‘‘merchandise’’. When the Royal Mint in Ottawa began to refine 
gold, exports formerly shipped as “Gold-bearing quartz, dust, etc.’’, began to be exported in the 
form of bullion and were recorded under Coin and Bullion as distinct from Merchandise creating 
an incomparability with previous figures. Thus, in order to restore comparability with the 
statistics of previous years, it was considered expedient to adopt the present procedure. It was 
also felt that gold, like other great export staples, is a product of Canadian resources and industry 
which in large part is exported independently of domestic monetary considerations and ought 
not to be excluded from the statistics of exports of Canadian produce. Nor was it felt that gold 
which bears no relation to the Canadian monetary system should be classed as “money”. ‘The 
change was, accordingly, inaugurated on the Ist of April, 1936, and appropriate revisions made in 
the trade statistics for previous years back to 1926. _ Prior to this time no revision was necessary. 


At the time it was believed that there would be no re-exports of non-monetary gold, 7.e., 
exports of previously imported gold of a non-monetary character. No provision was made, ” 
therefore, for this distinction with respect to exports of foreign products. However, it was 
found, as will be indicated below, that in order to faithfully represent the facts and logically to 
adhere to the policy laid down, the distinction was necessary for foreign exports as well as domestic 
exports, and, accordingly, that has been done since the Ist of April, 1938. 


The fact that gold is a money metal gives it peculiar attributes that distinguish it from other 
commodities in trade. In particular, the movement of gold in international trade is determined 
almost exclusively by monetary factors. The amount of exports may fluctuate widely from 
month to month owing to other than ordinary trade or commercial considerations. In addition 
gold is generally acceptable. It does not have to surmount tariff barriers and is normally assured 
a market at a relatively fixed price. For these reasons it is frequently desired to view move- 
ments of trade in commercial commodities—strictly speaking—alone. Accordingly, provision is 
now made in the trade reports for a supplementary table showing exports from Canada excluding 
all gold. Such tables are given below. 


Another complicating factor is that the nationality of gold does not affect its value as an 
export asset and, therefore, domestic and foreign gold are mutually substitutable. It is doubtless 
correct to treat new gold based on current production as a commodity of mineral origin and so 
classify it in export statistics, but it may happen that foreign (¢.e. previously imported) gold may 
also be exported without reducing monetary stocks. These facts are now recorded in the trade 
statistics but will only show up in their entirety by reference to both domestic exports and exports 
of foreign produce. The statistics in this connection are somewhat complicated since they 
represent complicated facts. 


Finally, gold does not move in international trade in any direct or normai relation to sales 
and purchases. It may be bought or sold abroad without moving in or out across the frontier. 
Trade statistics deal only with physical movements, sales or purchases of gold which do not involve 
an actual movement being more properly regarded as an “invisible item” and taken care of in the 
“International Balance of Payments’ statements. Changes in the Bank of Canada’s stock of 
gold under earmark do not enter, therefore, into the trade statistics. Additions to the stock 
from imports are taken account of when the gold in question enters Canada, not when it is added_ 
to earmark. Similarly, domestic gold added to earmark stock, although sold abroad, does not 
appear in export statistics because it remains in Canada. In view, however, of the relation to 
external trade, statistics respecting holdings of earmark gold are given on page 12 of this report.
